As & machinery lor tonducting ¢ ee-
tione without disorder, the arrangement of the
ballot s perfect, and, if on that ground only,
i should oe sdopted, But there 18 a hlgher
ground on which all relormers ghould insst
upon it. The more wide the suffrage, tne more
there are of men in humble cironmstances who
are admitted to the exercise ol political rights,
the more clearly is it ncoessary that the shelter
of the ballot should be granted. I am confident
thar it would leseen expenses gt elections,
greatly diminish corruption, and destroy the
odious system of lntimidation which now 80 ex-
tensively prevalle, and that it would make the
House of Commons & more compléte representa-
tion of the opinions and wishes of the
electorul body., 1 have & very strong
oouviction on this subject, and I hope
all our friends throughout Lhc country will
asocept the ballot as the next great question tor
which, in connection with Parlinmentary reform,
they ought to contend. Without this sategunrd
there can be no escape from corruption and op-
pression st elections, aud our political contests
will still remein what they now are, a discredit
to us asa free and intelligent people, I the
Relorm League and Reform Unlon will make
the ballot their next work, they must soon sue-
eced. I meed not tell you that I shall heartily

URITED BTATES FLAGSHIP FRANKLIN, OFF
CRONBTADTY, 8T, PETERSBURG, Russia, Aug. 15,
—Hefore giving an account of the firgl recep-
tlon of the United Btates squadron and Admiral
Farragut, oit Kronstadt, by the Hussian autho-
ritles, your correspendent will refer briefly to
the reception of the Frolie at Stettin-on-the
Oder by the land and marine forees of Prussius,
The Frolle, on the way from Cherbourg to
Kronstadt, put in at Btettin, Prussia, to tanke
on board Mrs, Admiral Farragut and pariy,
who had come overland, through Cologus, np
the Khine, and Berlin from Paris,

The nppearance of the Frolle at Btettin was
the first visltation of an American shilp to Pros-
slnn walers, and the greatest curiosity was
manifested on the part of the Prussians, At
first there was a kind of hesitation about the
{vmﬁ;‘:m of the ship up the Oder on the part of
he Prugsians, who were taken completely by
surprise at the first appearance of an Ameriean
armed ship stenming so far inland, As the
kind intention of the Frolic was maniiested,
the hesitation of the Prussians gave w to
curiosity, then unbounded courtesy, lﬁnen
entbusiasm, which went on Increasing amid
shouting, rejoleing,firing of cannons, and bands
of musig, till one grand, wild, and spontuneous
ovalion from land and shore welcomed the
Frolie in Prussian waterd, As the Frolie ap-
};Jrouhed Steltin, the shore batteries pealed
orth the national salute to America, and on all
sides was run up the American flag. The peo-

le thronged the shore in crowds, while the
F’muinn garrison was marched out, and stood
atl parnde rest, to welcome the Frolle's arrival,
The newspapers came out with extra editions
announcing theship’s arrival, and the Prussinh
commander came on board, welcoming the
ship's arrival. On the morning of the 11th, the
Feople, nobility, officers, and Indies came
thronging on board, and during the day about
15,000 pecple looked over the olle with the
greatest  eurlosit and admiration, On
the arrival of ra. Farragut and party
from Berlln, the Prussian authorities fur-
nighed megnificent carriages to convey them
to the utu[:’. The people thronged the carriage,
throwlng bouguets, and shouting Ameriea from
the railroad to the Frolie's boat, where Prossian
bands andielegantly dressed aldes-de-oamp nos
companied the ladies on board. Onoe on board,
the grand sulvos of artillery burst cut from the
shore and every house-top, and avery avallable
Flﬂ:e of grovnd on elther side of the Oder was
hropged with people waving Amerlean colors
and shonting Ameriea! The steamers carrying
the Amerienn flag now pushed out from the
ghore with bands playing Americap airs, and
thronged with officers and nobllity, who accom-
untaﬁ the Frolie to swinemude, where a grand

all was lmprovised in honor of the American
ghip. No one can aecount for the vast enthn-
glasm of the Prussians, unlees it came politi-
call Lllimugh the command of King William,
at Berlin.

It would be apropos to mention the fact, that
the Frollo was one of the Clyde bullt steamers,
fitted out In Eugland as & blockade-ranner for
the Hebels. Bhe was captured by our fleet off
Charleston during the war, Her original name
in Englund was the Lord Clyde, and her Rebel
nume was A. I, Vanoa,

ghame, when Thaddens Stevens, the real leader
of the Republican party, peultions for the re-
lease of Clay, and Horace Grecley besomaes ba' |-
man to Jellerson Davis, the aroh-tralsor, the
symbol of Hebelllon, how dare you anfly appro-
brious eplihels, and tnlk about your (riends in
the Democratic party who sto by that glorl-
oud flag, and only differed with you In politieal
oplulons? I know 1t is a great grief thal nobody
has been hung yet. Perhaps they had better
not be so anxlous on this poinl, beeause if, in
the midst of madness and rioting and terror,
and disregard of the Constitutioa and of the
Government, and digregard ol the forms of law
ana of conrts and of justice, weshould be pre-
clpitated Into such a revolution as oneod raged
through France, there is no mlllaf but what
more will be hnng, There is very little doubs
who It will be when it comes Lo toat point, as I
trust it wonr't, for 1 have always deslraed to pre.
vent the ibillty of such oceurren and |
mean to Keep on Lo the end. Neveortheless, If
we are reduced to that politieal necsssity, I pro-
pose not to be hung; butifl the alternative is pre-
sented, to do a little hanging myself."
Contlnning. he sald that be was not there
for the puarpose of discussing old questions,
although the Demoerats were not sspecially
anxions to let bygones be bygones, Nor was he
about Lo take baock one word that he has uslersd
during the past slx years. He only regretted
that he lacked the power Lo mailntain Vvhe Con-
stitution and the Unlon as It was, Had the
counsels that he learned fromy the fathers,
and of which he was only an humble apostle
in proclaiming, been listened to by the Repub-
lioan party, never would a drop oi blood beon
shed. Bul there were new lssues with which
the people must deal, and he was a praockloal
man, not & Bourbon, and endeavored to
discuss questions that t.he people llke to hear,
He would not, however, discuss the guestion of
reconstruction, interes’c.lng and profound as it
18, On this point be sald, “ And here [ boldly
{)mlllm tbat, moch as we sympathlze with
he Bouuh, we (the Democratic pariy)are power-
legs to do them good, and we have our own
interests and questions. Weo saw Htate after
State go into the hands of our enemles, while
we stood by procialming the principles of our
fathers. Itls Uime now to come home.” Mr,
Vallandigham then sald the practical questions
were the tariff, the currency, the public debt and
the mode of Enylng it, ana the repeal or abro-
gatlon of the existing opational banking
system. These were questions which were not
to be answered by the cry, “You were opposad
to the wonr,” The turifl’ luwl inoreased, he aald,
to three hundred per cent. An enormous public
debt was one of the results of the war, and it
was declared that the Demoocratic party was
reprehensible for I, Bual, the Speaker nasertod
out of three or four hundred thousand men that
enllsted in the beginning of the war, four-fifths
were Demoorats, and yel it was sald that Demo-
orats opposed the war. The Republican party,
and not the Demoeratic, prolonged the war, be-
cause they knew that the war, If waged to
maintaln the Union, jconld have been
brought to a close In elghteen months, but
that a war for the negro wonld last four or
five years. The polley of the Democratic party,
which tlm{ had learned from thelr fathers
and from the Whig party, it followed, would
nave closed the war, He spoke ndvisedly when
he asgerted that the party which refused to
compromise ln 1860 and 1861 was responsible for
every drop of blood shed and every dollar ex-
nded, It was sald that Vallandigham and
*endloton voted against loan bills in Congross,
and that, therefore, thelr party was responsible
for the publie debl, This slatement was not
true, He had voted against one bill, which he
oharnocterized as an enormous impoaition; but
the party was unjult.le' charized with wvoting
ninst loan bills, and then with being respon-
gible for the publie debt, Bul il was not neces-
sary now to discuss who were respounsible for
the public debt., The debt existed, and 1t must
be gol rid of.

r. Vallandigham then wenton to describe
the publie debt, and sald that it was the design
of the Republioan party keep up this debt, 8
maintained that 1t conld not be keptup with-
out finally causing s du&;mm. A#s [or as the
bonds were concerned, Congress could pnss &
law to tax them, The bondholders should be
pnid in the same currency ns other people. T 1at
was the 1ssue, and it could not be avolled, The
Democratic party proposed that the bondhold-

ould be put onan equality with those
u*rgom did mot bold bm?dn, yAI Lo Lhe
question of floodin the eountry
with  eurrency, Mr. allandigham sald

that ho pever saw & time when there was oo
nln::;h ecnrrency. The bondholders had loaned
thelr money as Lhe uskrer loans it, and drove o
hard bargaln with the Government, avalling
themselves of ite neocessities, Other people
were glad to take greenbacks, and the bond-
holders should be made to take thom. This
polley would not bréak up the Government, as
was asserted; the Governmeént wounld not ba
broken up, it was able to pay ita debts, After
BOING lurPhur dm?ion of this subleot, Mr,
Vallandigham took upthe question of negro
suffrage, treating it much In the same manner
AS In his Arst speech durlng the present cam-
paIgn.
